It is fresh, soft, whita 
bread, with fst, eaten hurriedly, 
imperfectly masticated, that is 
particularly objectionable, espe- 
cially when ea~en -with meat or 
Ecid fruits, the former encourag- 
ing intestinal fermentation and 
the latter preventing ins diges- 
tion of starch, which can digest 
only in an alkaline medium. Ths 
entire wheat grain contains all 
the elements of nutrition in near- 
ly perfect proportion. 
In 
the 


milling of whits Hour, some of 
the essential elements are large- 
ly removed, the mineral elements 
and gluten being largely contain- 
ed in the inner coatings of the 
bran and the germ.

cases the bran is especiaily ben- 
eficial, and fiour

elements that are deficient in

his trust. 


The relation of Prosecutor Smythe 
avers that Rheamount came to Lick- 
ing county but a short time previous 
to the death of Mrs. Gaver and that 
lie was unknown to the court.

Mr. Smythe says that immediately ' 


after the appointment of Rheamount 
as executor of the estate he was no- 
tified by die state's attornev of Au- 
rora. III., that the so-called Indian 
was a man of bad character and ren- 
utation, that he was not a, proper 
person to receive such an appoint- 
ment and that he was under indict- 
ment in Illinois for fraud.

29, 
1832. It is a coincidence that today is 
also the anniversary of the birth of "her 
distinguished father. Amos Bronson 
Alcott, Xov. 20, 1709. Millions of ar- 
dent amirers of Miss Alcotc through-, 


out the English-speaking world will 
pay tribute to the memory of the gift 
ed author today, recalling the deligh 
they experienced in perusing the page, 
of her stories. Written a naif centnrj 
ago, "Little Women" still ranks among 
the best sellers of works of its kind 
and the stage production Has led to i 
great revival of interest. Girls of six 
and grandmothers, and men as well-as 
women, throng the theatre where "Lit 
tie Women" has been staged, and th 
production promises to be one of the 
great successes of the season. Blase 
managers, convinced that the public 
taste demands only nudity, scanda 
and vulgarity, predicted immediate 
failure for "Little Women," but hap- 
pily they have Been forced to a new 
estimate of humanity.

Louisa May Alcoit was born in 
Germantown, Pa. When she was four 
her father removed to Concord, Mass., 
and thereafter devoted himself to 
philosophical study and to writing and 
lecturing on reform topics. He was a 
leader among the transcendentalism 
who had their headquarters in Con- 
cord, and an ardent abolitionist. In 
this atmosphere of philosophy and let- 
ters Miss Alcott grew up. becoming her 
father's assistant and later a school 
teacher.

There is joy among men 
who have been successful and because 
their party has been successful, but 
there are also heartaches on account of 
the loss of men who have been so long 
to the public service. It is a day of 
greetings and goodby. 


Making the Best of It. 


There are fun and good nature, raillery 


and repartee, and it is a good trait of 
the true American spirit that every de- 
feated man, almost without exception, 
is making the best of it He has to 
stand the jokes and the condolences— 
which are often worse—of his fellow 
men.
